but racher far more, as havj reuntted ſo muchof the ſweet 
' Fruits of his former merci O 
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Prince , how hath he oftentimes 
wept for griefe at the folly and madncfle of his Subjects in theſe 


O moſt pious and gracicus 


Rebellious times ; and how much more would he now weep-for 
joy, to-ſee any of them acknowledge their folly and madneſle, and 
rorecurn to their wits and ro their duties : without doube , if that 
were done, they ſhould not need to crave or beg his Pardon. He 
would prevent them by proclaiming it before they ſhould aske ir; 
and, like the Father of the Prodigall, repreſenting God the Father 
himfelte, he would rw to meer thems, if he faw them comming ; 
thongh afar off , ard weep on their necks betore they could throw 
themſelves at his feer-; yea and think no entcrtainiment codearc for 
them , though ſome of his other Sonnes , that have all this while 
obeyed ard ierved him, ſhould perchance murmure at ic : Ah, 
my deare Country-men, King Charles hath not left our of his 
prayers, that perit.on of belcectung God to forgive him tvs tre(- 
paftcs, as he forgives them that ercfpaſle againit kim : rhongh coo 
many of you have calt out that whole Prayer out of your Cloſets, 
Familics and Churches ; and thereforgdoe not yee meaſure hs 
Charity by your own uncharitablencfſe, What an injury is it tu 
the Spirit of Grace in another, for any to think , that becauſe I have 
been ſo wicked as to doe another {o great Wrong , therefore that 
other muſt needs be ſo cruell and uncharitable , as never to forgive 
methar wick:dnes> Why ? Though God did leave thee to thy 
{clt, an4 ſo thou, through want of Grace,didlt deal molt injurioul- 
ly and wi: kedly with another, yer thon can(t not , withour injury 
to the Spiritot God, conclude , that therctore he will alſo leave 
that other fo to himſclfe, as that he ſhul revenge hin (elſe on thee. 
The King is rhe mnifter of God, 4 revengey toexecute wrath upon 
him that doth evil. And therctore having done that which is c- 
vill; yea moſt abojminable evill, thon haſt cauſe to be afraid, as the 
Apoſtle there argues : But withall, as thouart there rol.), he is alfo 
a miniſter of God to thee for thy good : and therefore, if thou 
wouldit nor be afraid of the power, doe that which is good, and 
thou ſhalt have praiſe of the ſame : Ceaſe to doe evil, and learnts 
doe good; break off thy Rebellion, and return to tly Allegiance, 
and thou ſhalt finde that che King will be ro thee, not a revenger to 
execute wrath upon thee for thy evill , becauſe that thou haſt for- 
faken, and abhorrelt thy ſelffor it ; but a gracious receiver of thee 
to mercy , becauſe thou art returned to thy dunie, andart reſolved 
to perſevere in that dutic: for the King knows well , that avercy 
as well as truth, preſerves a King , and his throne is npbolden by 
wercy, Bur ſuppoſe the King zot ſo eminently inclined to 
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was 2 King himſclfe. The Kings hrart is in the-hand of the Lord, 
as the rivers of water he twrneth it whitherſoever he will ; and 
therefore doe but you turn to the Lord and to your duty, and you 
need not fcare, but the Lord will curne the Kings heart to you, for 
your good. They that defpaire of Gods ſhewing them: to much 
mercy upon their repenting of their iniquity, as to turne the Kings 
heart to chem, ſo as to retur unto them What they havedcſerved 
ro ſuffer temporally zhow can they hope for ſo much greater mercy 
from God, as that his own heart ſhould be ſo turned within him, 
( as the Prophets expreſſion 1s) as ro remit to them what they have 
deſerved co ſuffer eternally : it chey deſpaire of Gods mercy in the 
leſſer degree ; how can they hope for his mercy in the greater |! 
God does, tis contefled, oftentimes chaſtiſe and afflit ( and fo 
make uſe of men as'his inſtruments for that purpoſe ) cemporally 
thoſe whole ſinnes he pardones and forgives crernally. As D anzel, 
70b, &c. But then they are not (uch as deſpaire of finding mercy 
1m a temporall deliverance, bnt ſuchas hope tor mercy in a delive- 
rance remporall, if God feet good for them, and waice in taich 
and patience Gods will and pleaſure init. Gods mercy is infinite- 
ly greater then mans; and ſo the cruelty of men may be feared, 
where che mercy of God is hoped for, and relied on 5; but that 
feare, where tis as it ſhould be, does not baniſh the hope of deli- 
verance from that crueltic that is moſt feared. D avid choſe rather 
ro fall into the hand of God becauſe his mercies are great, then in- 
tothe hand of man. Thatis ; when David had linned; and had hi; 
choyleof remporall wdgements for that (fin offered him by God, 
he choſe rather to have a temporall judgement of Gods more im- 
mediace infliting by his owne hand, ſuch as the plague is, then a 
remporall judgement inflicted by the hand of man, ſuch as the flee- 
ing biker enemies , and being purſued by them is : ( and 
yet by the way when David did at any time, as he did ofren fall 
into the hand of man, he never diſpaircd of deliverance from that 
hand ; but on the contrary patiently waited for it and contident- 
ly expected it ) But David did not chuſe fo tofall into the hand 
of God , rather than the hand of man, as to adventure to doeany 
thing which was diſpleaſing to God , and {oro run the hazard of 
his puniſhing him either with temporall or erernall jadgements, 
rather then toventure the diſpleafing of man, and fo ro ſuffer whar 
he could lay on him which is the caſe of too m: ny in theſe dayes. 
No, David knew well ( what I beſeech youall coconfider ) that 
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God, whinitely more fearefull rhen to tall into the hands ofthe 
molt crucll of men. 

Todeſcend yet lower ; for men in diſpaire deſcend very low, 
/ and he chat would lend them his hind to recover them , muſt fol- 
low them cloſe. Let it be ſuppoſed, (as I am confident tis yer bur 
a {uppoticion ) that the abuicd mercy and clemency of the King 
ſhould be turned into the extremity of rigor & feverity,and being 
injurcd by thee beyond exprefſion, he ſhould execute vengeznce 
on thee beyond moderation. Tis acknowledged , char he, that is a 
revenger to execute wrath xpon him that doth evill, may himicite 
doc evill, and pull Gods wrath upan hunkIfe. By his execuriog 
wrath upon another ; for he may {oone inter:mixe toormuch of i445 
owne wrath with ic : bur if he ſhould , chou mutt willingly ſub- 
mit to the «xecution thereof , and leave the fiane of his execucun; 
it to himſelte roanſwer for, and him to God to be called ro tha 
an{wcr: Butts 2a crumc to be abominatcd by all 11301, Upon frare 
of anothers punithing thee , otherwiſe rhen thou wouldett , wx 
pcThaps then he ſhould , tor chy wickednetl. akcady commured, 
ro proceed on theretore in thy wickedinefle , and to adde tor; the 
juſt defcre of greater punithment, for the preventing, as thou *? 
thinkelt .thac puniſhment which is coo great; Vengeance us the 
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Heo. 10. deeds ,1t not. by one revenger or cxecutioner of his Wrath, to bus, 


ſure, by another : ard- the iuffering pariently by the hand of hiv, 
whom thou haſt injured, though his hand thould be heavy , may 
not oily be a quiettng to thy conſcience in giving (uch fatist4ci- 
on to the perſon bimlelte wronged, and ro tne Law : bury may 
be alſo ſuck an acceptable fatistaRion to divine Juſtice ic iclte, 
through him that hath otherwile tully ſacisfFedit, that ro trithir 
ſaristaRtion ſhall be required of thee for thoule 1njures ; thou ka- 
ving made {ach facistation ro him unto Whom thoa didſt then, 
And let this ſathce in anſw<rzo the diltrult of the Kings gu rcy, 
I have but a tew words to add conceriung the Kins Parey, who 
are by divers more diſtrulted chen the King, andahcn1 cloſe up 
this firlt Conſideration. 

How tac Kinzs loyal and faithful Subj<Rs, who in obedicrc: ro 
Gods command and in conſcience of that duty, mn fidelity go the 
e;tablithed Rehgion of-che Churchot England, & inteſtimony of 
that fidelity,in love to their Soveraignes ſupereminentGraces and 
vertues and in gratitude ro God and him for his exerciſing them 
ia his regall and Chriſtian goverment - of them and this whole 
Kingdome for ſo many yeares together , and ({ which muſt net be 
forgotten ) in the diſcharge g ny naturall and civil _ 
oO 
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of Allegiance and for the performing of thoſe many ſacred and 

ſolemne vowes, and oathes made to God, for the (trengthening 

thoſe bonds , have adheared unto and afliſted his Majelty in the 

defence of the eſtabliſhed Religion, in the preſervation of his (a- 

cred perſon, Hohour and dignity, and in the maintainance of his 

jult power, rights, and prerogatves, together with their own 

and your ju't lawes, liberties and properucs : How, 1 fay, thoſe 

faithfull and'loyall Su bjRs of the King for their adhering to and 

aſtiiting of their .King upon theſe grounds, in theſe wayes, and 
to theſe ends, have beene reproached, {landered, plundered, hun- 

ecd upand dewn, impriſoned, ſequeſtred, baniſhed, fold as ſlaves 

and for (laves, ſtarved, hanged, and otherwiſe murthered, ther 

wives-and children, abuſed, oppreſkd, forced to live upon the 

charity of others, or otherwiſe made weary of their lives, are 

things ſo well known to your ſelves and to the world, that, if there 

be any ching that makes you to doubt of the charity of the Kings 

Party, tis the conſcioulneſle of your owne Parties unchriltian, 

uacxampled, cruct, barbarous, in-ſufferable, and with any, bur 

God and them, unpardonabledealing with chem and theirs. And 

therctore, it any of you ſhould come jato their power, and they 

ſhould exerciſe chat power upon you to their utmoſt of fury and 
vengeance ; they could not deale fo ill with you, as you have 
done with them, except they thould a&t over your owne Tragicall 
practiſes upon your fclves; and yer (till they would come farre 
thort of you, becauſe they ſhoull doe, whar they fo did, but by 
way of recompence where tis firſt deſerved, and they thereunto 
deeply provoked, whereas you did it only in pure malice without 

any deſerror provocation at all, more then what your owne falſe 

feares and jeatouſics tained and fancied, And if they (ſhould march 

your crucltie as tarre as they were able,and reward you according 

to your wayes and according to your doings, which is Gods uſue] 
way of dealing with men, when no other way will doe good on 

them; As it would bemoſt juſt with God, ſo the molt of men 

would be ready to juſtifie them init ; and fo ſhould I, if theſe 

ewo cautions or conditions were truly obſerved; 1.

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like reaſons, I eremble to thinke of = ſuch recaliation,and I have 


many other reaſons co afſace me, that they willabborce to pru- 
Riſe ic. For how ill ſoever you and your lying Prophets have voy- 
ced them , or how deeply ſocver ye have reprobated and damned 
them, che Kings party have to my knowledge been bercer in- 
{tructed both trom Chrilt and his Golpel, and trom thoſe dil- 
penſers thercot wiich you for other eads forced unta them, as 
alſo from their very ſuff-rings., which you without cauſe have 
loaded them withall, They have beene taught to yecompence ro ws 
man evill for evill, they have beene taught, that sf they forgive 
not men thesr treſſpaſſes, neuher will their father forgyve thers 
theirs, They have been caught, to forgive tbeir brethren, nor vill 
ſeven times but till ſeventy times ſeen, They have been taughe 
that how highly ſoevcr their fellow ſervants bave ſinned agaiait 
them, yet in rc{pc of their (inning againlt their own Lord and 
and theirs, tis not lo much as the debe or damnimage of an hundred 
pence to ten thau(and talents; and therefore as chey hope to be 
torgiven of their Lord their treipaſles, {0 can they from their heares 
forgive their fellow ſervants and brethren their creſpalks.

Having repented of your ſinnes, and in parricular of your Re- 
beilion, Blood guiltineſte , and other i1niquities and impierics at- 
tending them. The next thing that you are beſoitghr to conſider, 
is the preſent ſtace and condition of Relizion herein this Kings 
dome, That the Church of En2land in its Reformed eſtabliſhed 
Religion was rr onely a defence and refuge, but the glory and 
honour of all rhe Reformed Churches in Chriſtendome cannot 
juſtly (and theretore I hope will not ) be denyed by any of thote 
Churches 3 it it ſhould, wee are able to cvince it out of the 
mouths of their own moſt learned and eminent Preachers and Pro- 
teflors. And had not choſe unhappy div.fions , breaking out as 
they did, prevented it; the Chriitian world haJ in all probabilitic, 
ere this {cen the happy fruits thereof in the harmonious , and of. 
them and us much detired contormity of other reformed Churches 
(eſpecially the more Eaſtern ) as well in Diſcipline, as Doctrine, 
ſo far as conformity in Diſciplive could have been conveniently 
ob(crved in ſeverall Nationall Churches, T his the Tobiabs and 
Sanballets of the Church of Rome, have known and maligned fo 
long , that theit attempts againſt this Church and the cſtabliſhed 
Religion thereof have been more , and more induſtriouſly and 
eagerly proſecuted, then again{t any Church whatſoever ; thouzh 
they havenot omitted any opportunitie of practiſing their com- 
FOO delignes upon any of the Reformed Churches or the mem- 

ers th:reot. And having trycd all the other wayes and courſes 
that they could invent, and ſome of th&m ſuch as, 1 hope, Will ne- 
ver be forgotten of this Nation. Some few yeares before the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, Cardinall Richeleiu, the Politique 
favourite of France , and gracious fonne of Rome, uſed all his arr 
and skill :o kindle a fireagainlt us in Scorland : which art and kill 
of his proſpere4 too much there by the unsklfulncs and 1impru- 
dence-of ſome of oar managers of Church atfairs here in England. 
No ſooner was that fire kindled, but Emiſlarics of Rowe were ient 
chitherro inflame it; and , the better to efte it, feme of them 
-pretended great love and afteRion toa new Reftormarion of that 
Kirke, even toa ſceming diſclaiming and deteſting oF their own. 
About the ſame time there were not a few of thoſe Incendiaries 
diſpatcht hither inro England, to practilc upon thole of this King- 
dome , that were diſaffeRtcd to the eſtabliſhed Government of 
chis Church , or chat diſtaſted ſome new rites and pra&tifcs , roo 
much favoured and countenanced by. ſome-of rhe Governours 
thereof : and ſo tar had they within a ſhort time crept into the 
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favours and Counſels of ſome leading men of each ſort, that this 
Church and Scate degan to be much diſtempered z Inſomuch that 
our moſt Gracious and Religious Soveraign, nextunder Chrilt the 
prune defender of our Faith,and nurſing Father of our Church and 
Common- weale (whom they had many othcr waycs affaulted bur 
found impregnable.) was periwaded , for the peace and lafety 
of buth his Kingdoms, to call a Parliament , and within a while 
after , for the peace and ſecurity of all his three Kingdoms, 
(che third bring alſo then inflamed ) to derive unto them- greater 
liberty of contunuance, but.other wiſe nor of avy power, ten ever 
Parliament had ; and, as we hnde by fad and wofull exp-rience, 
then they had grace to make good uſe of, The Jcſuites and Jeſui-

I have been aflared by a perſon of Honour ,'that the Pro- 
tcſtants of Fraxce , had cowards the beginning of theſe nnnaturall 
and unchriſtian wars, reſolved upon a Declaration againlt the Par- 
liameat and Subjects of England their taking up of Arms againſt 
their King , and had publiſhed it, had not the forenamed Car- 
dinall daſhad it , and underhand wrouzht them to roo much ap- 
probation thereof ; rendering by that one ſaubrcill a& of his, the 
ſaid Proteſtancs odious to their own Soveraign for approving ſuch 
Antiregal, Antimonarchicall attempts, and alfo advancing thereby 
his owa deſigne of fomenting our deſtructive diviſions. But tore- 
eurn neerer home : Who, bur the Jcſuites and Jeſuired Papilts be. 
can that Rebellion in Ireland ? And who bur their favourors here 
41n England drove it on to that height, by making thoſe Rebels 
deſperate, in (clling their lands and Voting them and theirs to 
ruine, palt all hope of mercy ; by detaining the King from going 
thither in Perſon to quiet that Rebellion , when he ſo graciouſly 
offered it, and ſo pioully endeavoured it ; by diverting thoſe fair, 
full, free, running ſtreames of bounty and liberalirty flowing all 
rhis Kingdome through , towards the relicte of rhe diſtreſſed 
Proteſtants of Ireland , into thoſe foule, black , bloody rivers of 
Warre and RebcHion , overflowing this whole Kingdome to the 
waſting and weakening if not to the raining and deſtroying of 
the now deſpiſed Proteſtants of England : and laſtly, by the with- 
holding and delaying, all along from the hirſt to the laſt, the nece(- 
fary ſupplies of men, moneys , arcs, and other proviſions from 
that Kingdome , notwithſtanding tne Kings often and often cal- 
ling upon the Houſes to be mindeſu!l chereof, and conjuring them 
thereto (as appears by his many M<(Tages and Declarations ro that 
purpoſe ) al nocwichſtanding the load and dolefullcryes of the 
Proteſtants of that Kinzdome from the greateſt to the lealt ſo con- 
ſtantly ecchoing in their ears If the Jeſuites and Jeſuited Papiſts

Infomuch 
thata Noble Colonell of the Kings Party, and a man of good c- 
ſtate and credit, being chen a Priſoner in the Connter in South- 
warke, and having there fed at his cable and preſerved the author 
of this information, that had been. a priſoner in the ſame priſon, 
but was then by his Brothers meanes ſer at li z was, abour 
that time before mentioned , adviſed upon thoſe grounds and 
ſome other by the ſaid informer ( and that in gratirude as he at- 
firmed, knowing no other way of acknowledging his bounty and 
liberality cowards him ) forthwith to make his compoſition and
